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EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


Background 


The 2001-02 Budget Act \'c\c\u6e6 approximately $127 million to fund 19 
different outreach programs designed to encourage and support high school 
students to attend college. Since some programs also receive additional funds 
from federal, private, and local school districts the combined outreach program 
revenue is even greater. Over the past five years, the number of outreach 
programs has increased and the state’s funding commitment has quadrupled in 
an attempt to counterbalance the effects of new policies restricting university 
admission based on race, gender, and ethnicity. 

Out of a desire to better understand the programs that comprise 
California’s college outreach efforts, the California Legislature and Governor 
included funding in the 2001-02 Budget Action the California Postsecondary 
Education Commission (CPEC) to contract for an inventory of outreach programs 
that work directly with California’s high schools. The evaluation was originally 
envisioned as a two-part study, with the first phase providing an inventory of 
outreach programs and the second phase analyzing the effectiveness of the 
programs. However, budget constraints have eliminated the likelihood of 
completing the second part of the evaluation. Consequently, this study was 
designed to provide policymakers and the community with the following 
information about state-supported high school outreach programs: 

• Services and programs offered. 

• Types of students targeted for participation. 

• Distribution of programs throughout the state. 

• Concentration of programs among high schools. 

• Program revenues and expenditures. 

Scope of Study 


This study focuses on those outreach programs that directly support 
students, provide curriculum assistance to improve schools, and conduct college 
informational and outreach activities at California’s 901 comprehensive public 
high schools. The study provides detailed information about the programs that 
are in place at each comprehensive public high school. It does not include 
information about programs in place at elementary schools, middle schools. 
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alternative (noncomprehensive), or private high schools. Furthermore, the focus 
of this study is to produce an inventory or survey of programs. Hence, this study 
does not assess program effectiveness, impact, or efficiency. Program level 
financial data is included as part of this study; however, data about individual 
student service costs was not available. 

Surveys were sent to the 19 outreach program administrators requesting 
fiscal year (FY) 2000-01 information about the types of services provided, the 
number of students, teachers (if applicable) and schools served, and the 
selection criteria used. Information regarding outcome evaluation, program 
budget, and a list of high schools involved in the program was also requested. 
Although most programs provided information about the types of services offered 
and selection criteria employed, some could not provide a breakdown of 
revenues and expenditures for services to students in grades 9-1 2. Also, most 
programs could not provide information about the number of students 
participating in a program at each high school. 

Surveys were also sent to every high school and unified school district in 
California requesting information about outreach programs offered in their 
schools in FY 2000-01 . Similarly, data about services provided, program budget, 
and the grade and ethnicity of students enrolled were requested. Of the 430 
surveys mailed, only 85 school districts responded (approximately 19.8 percent). 
Most school district administrators said their heavy work load prevented them 
from responding to the survey. Many also said it was their district policy to 
decline to respond to surveys not mandated by the state or federal government. 
Of the returned surveys, the majority did not include enough detailed information 
to make them valuable to the report. In general, districts only provided the names 
of outreach programs offered along with the total number of students 
participating. Hence, this study reports findings based on program administrator 
data. 


In addition, FY 2000-01 demographic data for every comprehensive public 
high school was included in the study to facilitate comparisons. Most of the data 
was obtained from the California Department of Education (CDE) and includes 
enrollment. Academic Performance Index (API) ranking, and socioeconomic 
information. This information was also critical in building profiles of schools 
offering various outreach programs. 

The 19 outreach programs discussed in this report are presented in one of 
following three categories: 

• Informational Outreach Programs - provide information about college, 
admission guidelines, financial aid, and appropriate course selection. 

• Student Academic Preparation Programs - focus on working with the 
student directly to improve academic skills. 
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• School Improvement Programs - provide curriculum support to 

teachers and other services to improve students’ knowledge, skills and 
performance schoolwide. 

Although some programs have a secondary objective best reflected in 
another category, they were placed according to the program’s primary mission 
and footnoted accordingly. 


Summary of Findings 


The report includes detailed information about the outreach programs in 
place at each comprehensive public high school as well as information about 
each outreach program. Below is a summary of findings reported in the study: 

• Most comprehensive public high schools had one or more high 
school outreach programf'Syl. Approximately 94.9 percent of 
comprehensive public high schools offered at least one outreach program. 
The majority - 56.4 percent - had between one to four outreach 
programs. 

• Outreach programs were prevalent throughout the state. More 
populated regions are more likely to have programs. The distribution 
of outreach programs was consistent with the distribution of high schools 
throughout the state. However, within more populated regions of the state 
between 33.7 percent and 44.9 percent of high schools had five or more 
outreach programs. In contrast, 2.2 percent of the schools in the 
Foothill/Mountain regions and 22.7 percent of schools in the northern 
region of the state had this many programs. 

• Teacher training programs reached more remote schools through 
regional centers. A greater number of rural schools participated in 
teacher training programs as compared to student-oriented programs due 
to the nature of the delivery system. Many teacher training programs 
operate during the summer at regional locations, thus providing greater 
access to teachers from rural areas. 

• Most of the outreach programs reported selection criteria focused on 
low-performing schools and students, college attendance rates, and 
students who would be the first in their family to attend college. By 

comparing schools with a high prevalence of high school outreach 
programs to schools with few or no outreach programs the following 
trends were observed: 

> Low API rankings were linked to a larger number of outreach 
programs. Comprehensive public high schools with low API rankings 
are more likely to have a greater number of outreach programs than 
high schools with higher rankings. For example, the median API 
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ranking of schools with no outreach programs was nine — three times 
higher than the median API ranking of schools with five or more 
outreach programs. 

> Socioeconomic measures were aiso good predictors of a schooi’s 
iikeiihood of offering outreach programs. Over 47 percent of low- 
income or socioeconomically disadvantaged schools offered five or 
more outreach programs, compared to 4.3 percent of high-income, or 
socioeconomically advantaged schools. Likewise, the majority of 
comprehensive public high schools where 50 percent of students 
qualify for free or reduced price meals had five or more outreach 
programs. By comparison, only 20.8 percent of schools where less 
than 25 percent of students qualify for free or reduced price meals had 
five or more outreach programs. 

> Coiiege attendance rates did not appear to infiuence the number 
of outreach programs at a given high schooi. The percentage of 
schools grouped by number of outreach programs did not differ 
significantly when broken into college attendance rates. For example, 
of schools with five or more outreach programs, 38.2 percent reported 
less than one-quarter of students attended college compared to 

40.7 percent that reported between 76 and 1 00 percent of students 
attended college. 

• Variety of outreach programs reached aimost one-haif of aii high 
schoois. The type of outreach programs offered in comprehensive public 
high schools was varied, with 45.5 percent of schools reporting at least 
one program from each category. In addition, 67 percent of schools were 
served with outreach programs from at least two of the categories. 

• Limited fiscai data is avaiiabie. The decentralized nature (that is, local 
college and university campuses provide services, but are supported by a 
central office) of many of the outreach programs makes it difficult to obtain 
detailed program financial data. Information was not readily available to 
program administrators, particularly with regard to the level of 
expenditures for high school services and the cost per student. 

• Most schoois have muitipie programs, but no information was 
avaiiabie about how programs are coordinated. Data was not available 
to assess the level of coordination among programs. The lack of standard 
data collection practices also made it difficult to determine whether a core 
group of students were enrolled in multiple programs or whether schools 
with a large number of programs served a greater number of students. 


IV 
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I. INTRODUCTION 


The California Legislature began funding college outreach programs over 
25 years ago to support the preparation and eventual enrollment of students into 
colleges and universities. Over the past ten years, California’s investment in 
outreach programs has increased significantly. The 2001 -02 Budget Act included 
approximately $127 million to support over 19 high school outreach programs.^ A 
heightened interest in outreach strategies was in part fueled by a desire to 
ensure that all students in California are prepared academically regardless of 
socioeconomic status, race, and geographic region of the state. Changes to the 
factors that can be considered as part of the state university admission process 
(that is, elimination of gender and race/ethnicity) have also contributed to 
increased interest in outreach programs. 

Out of a desire to better understand the programs that comprise 
California’s college outreach efforts, the California Legislature and Governor 
included funding in the 2001 -02 Budget Actior the California Postsecondary 
Education Commission (CPEC) to contract for an inventory of outreach programs 
that work directly with California’s high schools. A total of 1 9 outreach programs 
were identified that work directly with California’s 901 comprehensive public high 
schools. Some of these programs also work with elementary schools, middle 
schools, continuation and alternative (noncomprehensive) public high schools, 
and private high schools. However, this study focuses exclusively on those 
programs that are involved with comprehensive public high schools. This study 
was designed to provide policymakers and the community with the following 
information about state-supported high school outreach programs: 

• Services and programs offered. 

• Types of students targeted for participation. 

• Distribution of programs throughout the state. 

• Concentration of programs among high schools. 

• Program revenues and expenditures. 

The information collected as part of this study is intended to provide an 
overview of state-funded high school outreach programs. Since it is meant to 
serve as an inventory of programs, the study does not assess the impact of such 
programs on college attendance and completion, nor does it address the fiscal 
efficiency of the programs. Originally, a second phase of the evaluation was 
planned to assess the effectiveness of the programs. However, budget 
constraints have eliminated the Phase II study. 


^ This includes the state funding component for the two federal outreach programs (Talent Search 
and Upward Bound) presented in this report. 
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In addition, the data presented as part of the report applies to the 2000-01 
school year unless noted otherwise. Given California’s fiscal condition, significant 
funding adjustments to high school outreach programs have been recommended 
as part of the Governor’s proposed 2002-03 budget (May Revision 2002). Should 
the Legislature approve these adjustments several of the programs described in 
this report would be either eliminated or downsized. ^ 

The remaining sections of this report include a description of the methods 
used to compile the inventory. This is followed by profiles of each of the high 
school outreach programs and findings related to the distribution and prevalence 
of these programs. The appendices include a listing of outreach programs 
available at each comprehensive public high school, as well as demographic, 
socioeconomic, and academic data for those schools. 


^ The Governor’s proposed 2002-03 budget (May Revision) inciudes significant funding 
reductions to high schooi outreach programs, which wouid resuit in the eiimination of the foiiowing 
programs: UC Coiiege Preparatory Initiative, K-12 Schooi-University Partnerships, Centrai Vaiiey 
Outreach Programs, Arts Bridge Program, and UC Aii Coiiaborative on Outreach Research. In 
addition, funding wouid be reduced for UC’s Caiifornia Subject Matter Projects. If approved as 
proposed, the 2002-03 Budget Act would reduce funding by approximateiy $35 miiiion for high 
schooi outreach programs, a 28 percent reduction in funding. 
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n. METHODOLOGY 


The initial study design included collecting and compiling data from school 
districts and outreach program administrators. A school district survey was 
designed to collect information about the number of students served by type of 
outreach programs for each comprehensive high school. In addition, the survey 
also requested data about program funding. A draft of the survey was distributed 
to a sample of urban, suburban, and rural school district personnel with 
knowledge of local high school outreach activities for comment and 
recommendations. Based on their feedback the survey was modified and 
distributed (via mail) to approximately 430 unified and high school districts to 
solicit information about local implementation of high school outreach programs. 
Study team members contacted the state’s largest school districts to offer 
technical assistance preparing information for the high schools within their 
district. 

A small number of school districts responded by the survey due date. All 
nonresponding school districts were called at least two times to request that they 
complete the survey. However, the study team found that many school districts 
have adopted a policy of declining to respond to surveys not mandated by the 
state. Consequently, only 85 school districts (approximately 19.8 percent) 
returned surveys. The majority of the school districts that responded to the 
survey did not have high school outreach programs. In addition, in those cases 
where school districts reported that they did have high school outreach 
programs, very few were able to provide fiscal data. Due to the low number of 
school district survey responses, the study team, in consultation with CPEC, 
decided not to include this data in the study database. 

A separate survey was distributed to outreach program administrators, 
who were also contacted by phone and interviewed about the programs that they 
administer. Program data such as services provided, number of schools and 
teachers/students served, program budget, and performance measurements 
were requested (see Appendix A for detailed information). The study team 
worked closely with program administrators to collect requested data. At the end 
of the data collection period, information for all programs was compiled into a 
study database. 

Data from the California Department of Education (CDE) and CPEC was 
added to the study database to facilitate the comparison of outreach programs by 
school characteristics such as demographic, socioeconomic, and regional 
information. Appendices B and C contain a complete description of the study 
database.

m. PROGRAM PROFILES

Advancement Via Individual Determination (AVID) is a college 
preparatory program for underachieving, educationally disadvantaged middle and 
high school students. It focuses on students who are “C” students and 
traditionally unlikely to be eligible for university admission. It offers them 
academic support through specially developed teaching and learning strategies. 
In exchange for this support, AVID students are expected to enroll in a special 
AVID academic elective and rigorous college preparatory courses offered at their 
school. 

The AVID academic elective, as well assigned tutorial and motivational 
days, are designed to assist students in making the transition from low-track to 
high-track classes. In the elective, students meet with a classroom teacher and 
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are assisted by college tutors on a 7 to1 ratio. Class curriculum is focused on 
writing and inquiry in preparation for college entrance and placement exams. 
Tutorial days are dedicated to working in subject-specific groups with the 
assistance of a specially trained tutor. Motivational days are devoted to guest 
speakers, goal setting, and field trips to colleges, businesses, and cultural places 
of interest.

The Central Valley Programs is a loose consortia of programs offered to 
inform, motivate and support students. A secondary goal is to recruit students to 
attend University of California (UC) Merced, which is projected to open in fall 
2004. The programs are coordinated through UC Merced in a 13-county area. 

Services provided include student tutoring, writing academies, and 
environmental science programs at nearby national parks through EAOP. K-12 
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School-University Partnerships help improve curriculum at local public schools. 
Finally, students and parents receive information about UC programs and 
campuses through the General Outreach Program activities. Specific activities 
supported by the Central Valley Project include UC presentations at area high 
schools, admission application workshops, academic advising, personal 
statement workshops, general information sessions (including financial aid), and 
bus trips for parents and students to visit UC campuses.

The Mathematics, Engineering, Science 4cAi/ei/emenf program serves 
educationally disadvantaged students by developing academic and leadership

The California Academic Partnership Program awards grants to 
partnerships between CSU campuses and low-performing schools to improve 
curriculum and instruction.

The Collaborative Academic Preparation Initiative assists high school 
students to develop the English and mathematics skills necessary to enter into 
CSU baccalaureate-level courses.

The goal of the K-12 School University Partnership is to strengthen the 
academic programs at participating schools and to assist more students to 
become eligible for college. The UC campuses work with area schools to create 
a “pipeline” of students who are educationally driven and prepared for college. 
The UC campuses attempt to strengthen academics at partner schools where 
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Student performance is low with a variety of programs, such as curriculum 
development, teacher training and student tutoring. 
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IV. FINDINGS 


This chapter presents summary data related to the distribution and 
prevalence of the high school outreach programs described in the previous 
section. During 2000-01, the 19 high school outreach programs included in this 
report served over 600,000 students^ and nearly 6,000 high school teachers. 
Appendix B lists the state’s 901 comprehensive public high schools and the 
outreach programs in place at these schools. Appendix C provides demographic, 
socioeconomic, and academic performance data for each comprehensive public 
high school. 

As noted in Chapter III, the programs employ various strategies to assist 
students. Appendix A.1 summarizes the services provided by the programs. 
Selection criteria also varied by program. Almost all programs recruited low- 
income and educationally disadvantaged students. Most of the programs 
considered whether the student would be the first in his/her family to attend 
college. Appendix A. 2 summarizes the selection criteria used by each program. 

The outreach programs collected a variety of evaluation data, ranging 
from SAT scores to the completion of college preparatory courses. However, 
most looked at standardized test scores and college acceptance rates as a 
measure of the program’s effectiveness. Appendix A.3 indicates the type of 
evaluation data collected by each program. 

Since many programs reported similar selection and target criteria, it was 
anticipated that multiple programs would be grouped among schools with similar 
characteristics. Therefore, findings focus on the characteristics of high schools 
and their number of outreach programs. Most findings are presented in the 
following categories: schools with 0 programs, 1-2 programs, 3-4 programs, or 5 
or more programs. 

Finding: Most comprehensive public high schools 
HAVE one ORMORE HIGH SCHOOL OUTREACH 
PROGRAM. 

Of the state’s 901 comprehensive public high schools, 
approximately 94.9 percent had one or more high school outreach 
program, as shown in Table 1 . There is an average of three 
programs per high school throughout the state. However, the 
majority - nearly 56.4 percent - of high schools had no more than 
four outreach programs. The remaining schools, an estimated 38.5 
percent, have five or more outreach programs.

Finding: Outreach programs are prevalent 

THROUGHOUT THE STATE. MORE POPULATED 
REGIONS ARE MORE LIKELY TO HAVE PROGRAMS. 

The distribution of outreach programs was consistent with 
the distribution of high schools throughout the state. As shown in 
Table 2, high school outreach programs are distributed in nearly the 
same proportions as comprehensive public high schools throughout 
the state.

However, as shown in Table 3 within more populated 
regions of the state (that is, the Desert, Bay Area, Central Valley, 
and Los Angeles-San Diego regions) between 33.7 percent and 
44.9 percent of high schools have five or more outreach programs. 
In contrast, just 2.2 percent of the Foothill/Mountain schools and 
22.7 percent of schools in the north region had as many programs.

Furthermore, of the schools with outreach programs, 
approximately 53.8 percent were located in suburban communities 
whereas 21 .1 percent were located in urban areas and 21 .5 
percent were located in rural areas. An additional 3.6 percent of 
schools were located in rural metropolitan areas. Although this 
breakdown was proportional to the statewide distribution of schools 
in these geographic categories, the distribution of schools with zero 
programs was not. 

Of the 46 schools with no outreach programs, 37.0 percent 
were rural schools and 4.3 percent were urban schools. 
(Approximately 22.3 percent of the state’s high schools are located 
in rural areas and 20.2 percent in urban areas.) Remaining 
consistent with the statewide distribution of schools, 4.3 percent of 
schools with no programs were in metropolitan rural areas and 54.3 
percent were in suburban communities. 

Finding: the number of schools without any 

OUTREACH PROGRAM INCREASES WHEN 
OUTREACH PROGRAMS THAT PROVIDE TRAINING 
TO TEACHERS ARE EXCLUDED. THIS IS 
PARTICULARY EVIDENT IN RURAL AREAS. 

Of the 19 outreach programs included in this report, 17 
provide direct student services. The CSMP and CAPP provide 
services to teachers to help them improve curriculum and teaching 
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methods. During 2000-01 , CSMP served 655 and CAPP served 28 
comprehensive public high schools, respectively. As presented in 
Table 4, if CSMP and CAPP are excluded, all regions show a drop 
in the number of schools with outreach programs. The greatest 
change is the increase in the number of schools with no outreach 
programs, particularly in the rural Foothill/Mountain, Central Coast, 
and North regions. Teacher development programs such as CSMP 
tend to establish regional centers to deliver the programs; therefore 
providing greater opportunities for rural schools to participate.

Finding: Most outreach programs report 

SELECTION CRITERIA THAT FOCUS ON LOW- 
PERFORMING SCHOOLS AND STUDENTS, 
COLLEGE ATTENDANCE RATES, AND STUDENTS 
WHO WOULD BE THE FIRST IN THEIR FAMILY TO 
ATTEND COLLEGE. 

Generally, schools with low state calculated Academic 
Performance Index (API) rankings, high percentages of English 
Learners, and low-income students were more likely to have a 
significantly greater number of outreach programs than their higher- 
performing and higher-income counterparts. This finding is 
consistent with the reported types of schools and students that 
state-funded high school outreach programs target. 
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Tables 5 through 1 1 provide more information related to the 
distribution of schools by prevalence of outreach programs based 
on various school characteristics. Table 5 presents some of the 
defining characteristics of schools and the number of outreach 
programs in each. This table shows that schools with no programs 
had a median API ranking of nine, three times greater than schools 
with five or more programs.

There was a strong correlation between a school’s API 
ranking and the number of outreach programs offered. As Table 6 
shows, 69.4 percent of schools with low API ranking had five or 
more outreach programs; whereas only 1 1 .5 percent of schools 
with a high ranking had as many programs.

47.2 percent of the disadvantaged schools have five or more 
programs whereas only 4.3 percent of the nondisadvantaged 
schools have five or more programs.

Another measurement to evaluate the prevalence of 
outreach programs based on socioeconomic factors is by the rate 
that students qualify for free or reduced-price meals. As shown in 
Table 8, schools with a greater number of students that qualify for

In Table 9, the number of high school outreach programs 
based on the percentage of English Learners is presented. Since 
many students from non-English speaking families are the first 
members of their families to enroll in college, this data is useful to 
interpret how the outreach programs target schools with low college 
enrollment rates. Outreach programs also use this data to 
determine which students will benefit most from program support.

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Table 10 presents information about college attendance 
rates and the number of outreach programs. Schools with five or 
more outreach programs comprised the largest percentage in each 
of the four college attendance rate categories. However, as the 
data indicates, college attendance rates do not seem to influence 
the number of outreach programs at a specific school.

The percentage of a school’s teachers with emergency 
credentials and waivers also has some bearing on a school’s 
number of outreach programs. Table 1 1 shows that as the 
percentage of a school’s teachers with waivers and emergency 
permits increases from 0 to 30 percent, the proportion of those 
schools with 5 or more programs also increases, from 
approximately 25.3 to 62.9 percent. Schools where more than 
50 percent of their teaching staff have emergency permits or 
waivers are relatively few, but generally these schools have a 
significant number of outreach programs.

FROM EACH OF THE THREE OUTREACH PROGRAM 
CATEGORIES. 

Table 12 presents information about the prevalence of 
program categories by API scores and school enrollment. 

Approximately 45.5 percent of schools had at least one outreach 
program from each category and a median API score of 4, 
compared to a median API score of 9 for schools without any 
outreach programs. Schools with only School Improvement 
programs reported a median API score of 8, compared to median 
API scores of 6 and 5 for schools with only Student Academic 
Preparation Program and Informational Outreach Program 
categories, respectively.

Finding: Limited detailed fiscal data about programs is 

AVAILABLE. 

Program funding is central to the scope and size of the 
outreach programs. The majority of each program’s budget is 
provided from the state General Fund. However, some programs 
required a local contribution from individual school districts while 
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Others received federal funding. Appendix A.4 provides a 
breakdown of the programs’ revenues and expenditures. Some 
programs were unable to provide a detailed revenue and 
expenditure accounting for their grade 9-1 2 outreach programs. 

Appendix A. 5 presents data regarding the distribution of 
program funds as well as high school selection criteria. Most 
programs provide services and materials directly to the schools, 
which are generally selected to participate on a competitive basis. It 
also provides information on which programs require a local match 
from the high schools. 
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V. CONCLUSION 


The inventory of programs throughout the state is such that nearly every 
school has some type of outreach program. However, rural schools throughout 
the state appear to be underserved, particularly by site-based student programs. 
Based on school characteristics-including API ranking, socioeconomic rates, and 
free and reduced price meal rates-it appears that programs are operating in 
schools according to their stated selection criteria. 

Although this study discovered a high concentration of programs at some 
schools (see Appendix D for a list of schools by county), information required to 
assess the level of coordination among programs was not available. The lack of 
standard data collection practices among programs also made it difficult to 
determine if a core group of students was enrolled in multiple programs or 
whether schools with a large number of programs were able to serve more 
students. 

Finally, the decentralized operations of many of the programs made it 
difficult to obtain financial and performance data. Information was not always 
readily available to the central program administrators. This was particularly true 
in regard to the level of expenditures for grade 9-1 2 services, the number of 
students participating in a program at each high school, and the results of 
performance evaluations.
